Oakland and 
Piedmont; Collector of the Port Strat- 
ton, R. L. Partlngton, curator of'the 
Piedmont art gallery and an employe 
of Havens, and H. P- Travers. Shortly 
after 'the filing of ,the application, 
Superior Judge Graham granted,- a 
temporary restraining order, which

Kowalsky asserts 
that on March 16, 1910, in^New York, 
he made an arrangement with'R. ii. 
•Psfrtington by which Havens was to 
~]Wirchase the collection, and- subse- 
tjxiently he went to Toronto and 'ar- 
ranged for the"' shipment 
of the 
precious cargo to San Francisco, turn- 
ing over the bill of lading to Havens. 


ALLEGES TRICKERY. 


He asserts that the latter neglected 
to pay the custom duties, which 
amounted to $20.000, and refused to 
give him the bill of lading so that he 
could pay them. He alleges .that this 
action and others were taken by Prank 
C. Havens to "deceive the plaintiff 
and trick and defraud him out of all 
benefits, interest, right, title and ad- 
vantage 
enjoyed aa owner of said 
paintings." 
According to the laws of the United 
States, the custom duties are _15 per 
sent of the value of the paintings, and

JERSEY CITY, N. J., Feb. 13. — Tha 


independence and fearlessness ot the judi- 
ciary and the need of remedying defects 
in judicial procedure, civil ana crimliiuJ, 
were urged In a speech delivered by 
United States Senator Crawford of South 
Dakota last night before the Abraham 
Lincoln association, which has celebrated 
Lincoln's birthday since his assassination 
in 1865. 


Crawford's 
theme was "The Federal 
Union and the States." He saJd in part: 
"While it is necessary to maintain the 
independence and fearlessness of the Judi- 
ciary, we should frankly recognize the 
fact that there is much that calls for 
criticism in the administration of our 
courts. There are many defects in judi- 
cial procedure, both civil and criminal, 
which all admit should be remedied. The 
irritation and uneasiness of the people 
and their hostility to the courts 
are 
largely directed to ths inferior Federal 
courts. 


WOULD FIX TERMS, 


"Should an amendment to the consti- 
tution fixing the terms of the judge? of 
the intermediate and lower Federal courts 
at a period of six to ten years be pro- 
posed, it would probably be ratified by 
the necessary number of States, because 
of a prevailing opinion that some of these 
Federal judges are "too Indifferent to 
the rights of the people and not suffi- 
ciently responsive to present day needs, 
when passing upon issues between the 
people and special interests. 
"Congress has perhaps 
created 
too 
many of these lower Federal courts and 
been too liberal in granting to them pow- 
ers of injunction, particularly in pro- 
ceedings against the offices of a State 
attempting to enforce the statutes of a 
State. 
"It Is a matter of doubt whether the 
new courts of customs, of commerce and 
of patents were wisely established. 
It 
is claimed that these Inferior and Inter- 
mediate courts are often the means of 
delaying, rather than promoting Justice." 
Senator Crawford said that If the courts 
would retain the confidence and respect 
of the people they mu$t sweep aside mere 
technicalities, appeals based upon 
quib- 
bles, unnecessary peremptory challenges 
of jurors and Immaterial objections to 
their competency, and adherence to worn 
out precedents and andent rules not nec- 
essary to- administer justice. 
"This Is a work which the courts should 
not be asked to do," said he. "It is put 
upon the courts because Congreas has 
neglected to provide 
some other and 
more efficient method of dealing with 
the subject"

t has become known that the Taft ad- 
ministration m the pre-conventlon cam- 
paign for 'the renorpina-tlon of the presi- 
dent will frankly praise the achievements 
of Theodore Roosevelt and will tike the 
_roun<5 that the colonel is not seeking the 
republican nomination in the Chicago con- 
vention. 
President Taft, it was learned, does 


not belleva that Roosevelt is a. candi- 
date or that he is doing secret work to 
obtain the nomination. Th& members of 
Tart's cabinet are of the same opinion, 
and will make thslr belief clear in the 
speeches they are to make within the 
next few days. 
They will say In speeches to be made

is to be congratulat.ed upon, the self-re- 
straint that It showed yesterday in ex- 
pressing Its opinion upon a third term. 
If 1 may extract the -wisdom from an ob- 
servation made by my friend from Kan- 
sas (Mr. Murdock), the ynantmity -with 
which a congregation of statesmen will 
Eide-step a stlclc of political dynamite is 
certainly remarkable. 
(Laughter.) 
But 


in view of the se!f-contro! which the 
House showed yesterday and its reserve 
in expressing an opinion, I think I am 
,safe In concluding that In some obser- 
vations which I shall 
now proceed to 


make upon a third term I shall be In no 
danger of being Interrupted by a riot.

- I am so.rry to. detain .the House at so 
late an hour, but the attendance in com-

VITAL. IMPORTANCE. 


If the presidential term possessed an 


interest that was only academic it would 
never Have received the attention that 
has.been bestowed .upon it at all periods 
of our history. Bi a republic the tenure 
of the chief' magistrate presents an in- 
tensely practical question, 
it bears a 


vital relation to the stability of that kind 
of government. It Is at the very point 
where the opposing . forces most fiercely 
clash that determine whether a republic 
Is to be' perpetual or Is to merge into 
some dynastic form, -i limited tenure | 
for. tha-liead of the state.may fairly "be j 
called the most important bound, to re- 
publican Institution's. 
The tremendous 


Influence .bf the executive power cen- 
tralized in'the hands of one strong,—un- 
scrupulous .man may easily .be adequate 
in critical times to remove all limitation 
upon his tenure" and to change the essen-% 
tial character, of the gp.verhrnent. It is 
hardly nece'ssary to '.cite Instances. Un- 
der the.consulship'Of'Caesat,'the annual 
election' of' the leadership of the Roman 
republic became an. idle form, and tills 
farce -was performed each year for cen- 
turies under 
Augustus, 
Nero • and the 


other emperors. Napoleon was_first con- 
sul-f<S- .a fixed time, then for. life, and 
the.n. emperor. And If you ask for an in- 
stance nearer 
bur. own 
country and 


time, you have only to turn'to the neigh- 
boring republic. of Mexico, where auto- 
cracy paved-the way. for "revolution and 
only a bloody war terminated the rule .of 
a. president 
The 're»Uty' of the issue Is 


shown by the .m'annerVin which it has 
eiikaged'. tho earnest, attention not .alone 
of political "theorists 
but of practical 


statesmen.. . ,lt" is mjr chief purpose In 
addressing the House today to' trace the 
attitude of pur 
Presidents; 
who. have 


been called upon to meet this question 
practically and whose utterances upon 
It must have an, authoritative force with 
the American people. 
, In -the framing of..the..constitution thd 
presidential (tenure -was one of the fore- 
most among the", problems', that received 
V-te thoughtful' consideration of tho con- 
vention. -TKe majority.' of 
the states 


voted that the .President should have a 
term of seven -years "and be ineligible for 
re-election, and this limitation to a single 
term..remained In the constitution until 
almost the close of the proceedings of 
th<5 convention..' There was then substi- 
tuted for It a provision for a much 
shorter term, 'witty .-nothing said • about 
re-election. 
'Washington thoroughly, un- 


derstood the problems Involved In mak- 
ing the 
constitution. 
He 
understood 


them better,,. perhaps, than any other 
man who participated In the convention 
over which ho presided. Reflecting the 
opinion that had found, so strong an ex- 
pression- in the 
convention, 
he deter- 


mined near the end of his first term not 
to accept a. • fe-elcctlon,.. ;which.

For nearly a 
century and a quarter, whatever other 
changes may have taken place In our 
constitution or In public .'Opinion, what 
ever enlarged views the people may have 
come to entertain regaining tli6 national 
government, th> precedent of Washing- 
ton In fixing the limit at two terms, ratl- 
•fled as it has been by his successors", 
has acquired the force of a. constitutional 
limitation and by prescription It has to- 
day the validity of positive law. 


GREATER POWER. 


The power of tne presidency, great in

today. The development of the country 
has resulted In giving an Importance to 
gome of the national powers which they 
did not possess In Washington's day. We 
have Increased In population thirty-fold 
and In wealth probably a hundred-fold, 
and there has naturally come about a 
centralization of power In the hands of 
one man such as was never before wit- 
Messed.

In only a single Instance did anyone' per- 
mit himself to be a candidate for a third 
term, and he was defeated even in the 
convention of the party of which he had 
been the idol. The longer the usage the 
more binding becomes its character.

It Is vefy_ improbable that 
Grant was' In any way a-, party to this- 
movement, which was pressed, by pplij , 
ticians who had attached themselves , to 
him ana were attempting to utillia the 
fame of the great Union general, very 
likely tor their- party's benefit, but in-r 
cidentally . for. -their, own. :. .The .

warm opposition and even mild support 
in that section of. theitlnloh. The Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal, having tha sanie 
brilliant editor then that it has today,

H Y do so m a n y 
pretty girls deplore 
the fact that they 
have 
f r e c k l e s ? 


Those little brown 
spots are but signs 


of good health and a fine skin. 
They are 
the 
electric sun 


stamps of beauty. 


A poet writes: "Of a lovely, 


sweet summer girl, whose skin 
•was so Id.ir that a few velvety 
freckles were sprinkled over 
her face by God's sunshine, 
lest the purity of her fairness 
dazzle us too ardently." 


I have seen young girls 


whose 
sunny freckles added 


brightness to their faces, that 
would otherwise be rather of 
the washed-jDut nature. I no- 
tice it is always the healthy 
girls who freckle easily. So do 
not worry about your little 
tributes to health, unless they 
are so extremely healthy they 
cover your nose too thickly 
and hide too much of the "fair- 
ness" that the poet speaks of. 


Freckles are not on the sur- 


face, but just under it. The 
outside layer is what is termed 
the cuticle, and is composed of 
tiny scales, which are laid all 
over the body like the scales 
of a fish. These scales are con- 
stantly rubbing 
off, and ' as 


rapidly being replaced. They 
are the armor of protection 
which keeps our sensitive skin 
from the agony of too much 
sensation. 
You will notice if 


you blister your face with a 
burn or a scald that when the 
blister breaks the real skin is 
underneath the surface. Be- 
neath this delicate cuticle are 
little cells containing pigments 
or coloring matter. The sen- 
sitiveness of these to-the sun's 
rays differs -in' different com- 
plexions. Some skins freckle 
and some tan, some do a little 
of both, or neither. . • 


I 
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Freckles can be removed by 


careful treatment and guard- 
ing against the exposure which 
causes -them. 
To r e m o v e 


freckles from the face try a 
poultice made of bread and 
milk, "or almond paste, worn 
over night," to soften the skin. 
When you arise in the morn- 
ing" bathe the face with luke- 
warm water for a whole min- 
ute,1 then, before . drying, the 
face rub into the skin the juice 
of a lemon, letting it dry on 
without rubbing. 
Repeat the 


application of the lemon juice 


three or four times a da}', and 
the whole performance every 
day lor a week. 


You should at the end 01 


that time find the skin peeling 
delicately. 
Do • iiot 
rub 
the 


skin harshly, but gently and 
with a soft, 
perfectly clean 


piece of linen. 


You may gently pat on the 


skin a pure 
cold- cream, in 


which you have mixed a pinch 
of borax, which has been dis- 
solved in an ounce of witch 
hazel and twenty drops of pure 
oil of lemon to the half pound 
of cream. Continue to use the 
cream until your freckles have 
disappeared. Then any ordi- 
nary pure cold cream will be 
sufficient protection to the skin 
from the elements. 


To remove freckles from the 


hands wash them in cider vin- 
egar and leave them a few mo- 
ments 
in the 
vinegar, then 


wash the hands in cold water, 
in which you have dissolved "a 
little borax. 
If you find that" 


the hands become dry from 
this treatment rub into the.m^ a 
pure cold cream. 


Never put vinegar on the 


face. 
You know the skin on 


the hands and arms is much 
thicker than that which is on 
the face and neck, therefore it 
requires a more severe "treat- 
ment. Do not expect to find 
the desired results in one or 
two treatments, but if you per- 
sist and do not overdo the 
treatment you should be much 
improved at the end, of two 
weeks at the most. Remember, 
to do too little or to do "too 
much to the face is worse than" 
>£» cl" nothing.

.r-^alleled honor which King Georjre has be- 


f 
^stowed on Sir Edward Grey, the British 
secretary of state of foreign affairs, bv 
nominating- him to the oldest and most 
exclusive Order of the Garter, in which 
only members of royalty and a selact 
few of the highest amongr the nobility are 
enrolled, and which many reigning sov- 
ereigns covet, has created Imrnsnse In- 
terest throughout the British Isles. It is 
nearly 200 years since the Garter was 
conferred on a commoner under similar 
circumstances. 
Only four othtsr com- 


moners have been privileged to wear the 
blue ribbon during the history of the Or- 
der of the Knights of the Garter. 


The retirement of Herbert ±1 Asqulth 


from the premiership to the House of 
Lords has been "umored for some time. 
David LJoyd-G*orge, the chancellor of 
the exchequer, and Sir Edward Grey, ere 
supposed to be rivals for the possession 
of the prime minister's mantle. 
Lloyd- 


George has figured so conspicuously befoie 
the House as the author of a comparative 
program of social reforms that ha has 
been considered as the most 
p.'omlslug1 


candidate for the position. 


Sir Edward Grey represents tho con- 


servative wing of the liberal party while 
Lloyd George is the spokesman of luo 
opposite extreme. 


CAUSE OF OUTBURST.

Sir Edwaid Grey's management of foreign 
affairs which has been "most marked In 
tlia radical papers, has been attributed 
partly to the deslro of Lloid-Goorge's fol- 
lowers to promote tho "Welsh leaders in 
this.

NEW Y0RK, Feb. 13.—The latest com- 


plaint over the hlgn cost of living comes 
from the Central Park-menagerie, where 
it-appears that the monkeys, lions and 
hippos aro leading the simple life owing 
to the curtailment of expensive luxuries 
from their bill of fare. The monkeys have 
not seen an egg in two months. They 
used to get one apiece every day, but 
tt would be like offering them pearls now 
to feed them eggs, according to Overseer 
Kenan. 
The only luxury they have is 


mlllt. and that with plenty of water in It, 
for the supply Is but five quarts a day 
and there ara 60 monkeys to drint It. 


"Ten years ago.." explained Mr. Kenan, 


"we could board a monkey for 7 cents a 
flay; a hippo or elephant for 60 cents. 
Now it costs 12 cents for the monkeys, 
$1 for the hippos and $2.75 a day for the 
elephsjits. 'The big- tigers and lions need 
from 12 to 18 pounds of meat a day and 
the cost runs close to 10'cents a pound."
